Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 15 May 2008 has been entered. 

In response to the Office Action mailed 15 February 2008, applicant submitted a response 
filed 15 May 2008, in which the applicant amended claims 1, 15, 17 and 31 without adding new 
matter. Applicant has cancelled claims 4, 20 and 34. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, 5-15, 17, 19-31 and 33-44 are allowed. The following is an examiner's 

statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant has amended independent claims 1, 15, 17 and 31 
to include, 'estimating a probability density fiinction of a subset of the plurality of speaker data 
points using Parzen windows, wherein the subset comprises the approximate nearest neighbors to 
an unidentified voice sample from an unidentified speaker, the subset not including all speaker 
data points in the plurality of speaker data points, wherein the relative contributions to the 
density of individual speaker data points within the subset of speaker data points is based on a 
distance to a speaker data point from the unidentified voice sample, wherein the relative 
contributions of speaker data points at closer distances are greater than the relative contributions 
of speaker data points at fiirther distances.'

Theses feature have proven to be advantageous because Parzen windows require no 
advance training, however this renders them computationally intensive and complex. Therefore, 
applicant's invention further includes probability density function estimations for subsets of data, 
as opposed to determining densities for entire sets of data, thus allowing recognition over large 
sets of data using relatively efficient computations. 

CHEN, in view of PELLOM and BAHLER disclose generation of acoustic models 
using compound Gaussian estimations without utilizing nearest neighbor estimation relative to 
unidentified voice samples from a given unidentified speaker. Further, while PELLOM does 
mention the use of nearest neighbors, the estimations are drawn from speaking points relative to 
each other, not from that of an unidentified voice sample. 

In addition, BAHLER discloses Parzen window estimates of local probability densities; 
however, BAHLER fails to teach wherein 'relative contributions to the density of individual 
speaker data points within the subset of speaker data points is based on a distance to a speaker 
data point from the unidentified voice sample.' 

Additionally, ARYA and BAHLER '755 are silent with respect to the above deficiencies 
present within CHEN, in view of PELLOM and BAHLER. 

It is noted that dependent claims 3, 5-14, 19-30 and 33-44 are also allowable for at least 
their dependence upon, as well as further limiting allowed independent claims 1, 15, 17 and 31.
